To The Last Drop: The 
llala Aquifer And The 
High Plains of Kansas 


The University Theatre at 
the University of Kansas 
encourages the development of 
new plays that deal with the 
human experience on the Great 
Plains with special priority being 
given to plays that deal with 
themes concerning life in Kansas.
